. The Reprefentations of the Baron de Reifchach, Mi- 
nifter from the Emprefs, Queen of Hungary, and thofe 
which Mr. Trevor have lately made to the States General, 
have had a very good Effe&t, thefe Minifters having there- 
by gained over fo many to their Party, that there remains 
very few or none who would vote for a Neutrality upon 
the Conditions that France requires it. The Difpatches 
which the laft Courier from M. Van Hoey, the States 
General’s Ambaffador at Paris, brought, give no Reafon 
to believe that the Court of France expects that their High 
Mightineffes would enter into a Neutrality, not one 
Word being mention’d in them concerning one; neither 
has M.d’Argenfon, Secretary of State to the Moft Chri- 
ftian King, lately faid any Thing about it to that Ambaf- 
fador; but as we have been informed by private Letters 
(ent from Paris to a Minifter here, M. d’Argenfon the

' other Day declared to M. Van Hoey, that fince his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty had, out of a particular Confideration 
for the Republick, fufpended the Execution of the Orders 
that he had fome Time ago {cnt into Flanders to Mar- 
fhal Saxe, he expeéted, from the Juttnefs of the Demand, 
and without further Remonttrances, that the States Ge- 
neral fhould betore the End of next January, give hiin 
full Satisfaction upon the A ffair of the 3 India Ships taken 
by Commodore Barnet in the Eati Indies, and fold to the 
Governour of Battavia ; upon Failure of which, the King 
had taken a firm Refolution, immediately after the Expi- 
ration of that Time, of doing him{clf Juftice therein. 
This Declaration, which feems to be quite peremptory, 
will, as we are affur’d, determine their High Mighti- 
nefles to take ferious Meafures for putting themfelves in- 
to a good Condition of Defence. 

‘They write from Berlin on New Year’s Day that the 
King had been received on his Return from Saxony with
